I received your color photocopies of notes you have. I will be glad to help you 
any way I can. We have all of these pieces in our collection. 

The Virginia 1 Pound 1775 is the best one but the pieces are not joined perfectly 
and can be improved. 

The Chillicothe item is in Haxby and is scarce. 

The City of Richmond is a very common Civil War issue. The six North Carolina 
pieces are all badly battered and are not often found in nice condition because they were 
in circulation so long. If you want nicer colonial pieces we can exchange some of our 
nice duplicates of other issues for some of your North Carolina. We are not commercial. 

All of the colonial pieces are detailed and valued in any book on the subject.
